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REVIBf OF EMPLOYMENT SECURITY ACTIVITIES 



EMPLOYMENT SERVICE 

The active file of registrants for jobs with the Employment 
Service continued to increase because of the National program to 
register all workers who might be available for referral to jobs 
connected with National defense construction and production. Most 
of the additions to the active file continued to be new applications, 
i. e., the registration of workers who had not previously registered 
at that local office* 

Although the number of placements continued to decrease during 
April because of the tapering off of National defense construction 
and beoause of the normal seasonal decline in business activity in 
Florida, the number of Job placements during April 19Ul were sub- 
stantially above the number of workers placed in jobs during April 
19l*0 (itfJ^S)* The number of placements indicates that business in 
Florida is receiving a substantial stimulus from National defense 
production. More placements continue to be made in construction 
than in any other industrial division. The increased placements 
as oompared to a year ago are reflected in all age groups. 



UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION 

The increase in benefit payments during April was very slight 
as compared with the increase in payments for the same period last 
year and in addition the amount of payments during April were almost 
|100,000less than benefit payments during April I9I4O. Additions to 
the funds available for benefit payments were more than twice the 
amount of benefit payments during April, The total funds available 
for the payment of benefits at the end of April were slightly in 
excess of 113,500,000, 

The number of initial olaims filed during April were 67*8$ 
greater than the number filed during March, Moreover, they exceeded 
the number of initial olaims filed during April 19J4O by 8.2J6. However, 
the number of olaims disallowed during April reached an all-time high 
when 56,7$ °f * ne initial olaims prooessed were disallowed, 50.1$ 
beoause of insufficient earnings. Therefore, the number of allowed 
claims during April IStjl were less than the number of allowed claims 
during April I9J+O.

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VETERAN ACTIVITIES 

During the month of April there were 1,120 new applications of veterans 
taken in the Florida State Employment Service offices. This total exceeds that 
of any previous month to date. Miami took the greatest number, 266, of these 
new applications; the total gain over the previous month is accounted for 
mainly by this one office. Jacksonville and Tallahassee were the only other 
offices to take over 100 applications. 

Renewed applications also reached a new high of 670. Arcadia with 107 
and Miami with 195 accounted for almost one-half of the total. 

Despite a seasonal decline in the total number of placements, the number 
of veteran placements oontinajcl on the Maroh level. The 116 placements are 
fairly well distributed among the various local offioes. 

The active file of veterans reached an all-time peak of 5»i+84. This 
figure is 5*5 V er cent of the total active file— veteran and non-veteran— -on 
April 30* On Deoember 31# 19^0 # the veteran aotive file was only 3*6 per cent 
of the total active file of the State. Three offioes, Jacksonville, Miami, 
and Tampa, accounted for approximately one-half of the total number of aotive 
registrants. 

The continued high level of veteran registrants the past two months is 
attributed to the special statewide registration program which was conducted
